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New Fire Rating Likely to Lower 
Homeowners' Insurance Bills

CHESTER - Property 
owners may see a reduction 
in their insurance rates soon, 
thanks to years of work and 
reams of paperwork done 
by the fire department. 

In 2008, fire chief Rich 
Antoine took on the task of 
improving the town's ISO 
(International Organization 
for Standardization) rating. 
While he said many had 
advised against the tedious 
work, Antoine decided it 
was worth it and together 
with strict documentation 
of the capabilities of the 
department and town sup- 
port for new equipment, he 
was able to bring down the 
rating by two points across 
the town and by five in 
areas with cisterns. 

Chester has now moved 



from a Class 10 rating - 
which signifies the least 
protection - to a Class 8 
overall and a Class 5 in 
areas with cisterns. 

The ISO supplies infor- 
mation to organizations 
about risk. One of its main 
roles is to investigate 
municipalities' fire-protec- 
tion capabilities, as a way 
for those municipalities, as 
well as insurance compa- 
nies working with them, to 
understand their fire protec- 
tion infrastructure. Insur- 
ance companies use the 
ISO's Public Protection 
Classification (PPC) pro- 
gram for many purposes, 
including setting insurance 
premium levels for home- 
owners. The ISO states that, 
"a community's investment 
in fire mitigation is a proven 
and reliable predictor of 
future fire losses." 



The rating is done on a 
scale of one to 10, with 
Class 10 indicating the least 
protection. 

While Chester has 
always been on the lowest 
end of the 10-point ISO 
spectrum, the rating was 
largely a default because the 
town had never been evalu- 
ated. 

When insurance compa- 
nies are looking to insure 
properties in town, they 
often call the fire department 
and ask questions about 
what it's capable of, but the 
new ISO rating should trans- 
late into better rates for resi- 
dents and business owners. 
Besides, said Antoine, it 
doesn't look great when a 
town is a Class 10, even if 
that score doesn't fully repre- 
sent the capabilities of the 
fire department.

Selectmen Reject Request 
for Zoning Board Rehearing

HAMPSTEAD - Resi- 
dents Ed Lanpher and 
Meghin Marley came before 
the Board of Selectmen to 
ask that the board initiate a 
rehearing of the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment's 
(ZBA) decision in the 
Robert Moseley case, heard 
on Nov. 1, but were turned 
down. 

The ZBA in November 
refused to grant Moseley 
relief from the Administra- 
tive Decision of Code 
Enforcement Officer Kris 
Emerson, which said Mose- 
ley had to obtain a home 
occupation permit for the 
landscaping business he 
runs from his Old Forge 
Road property, but went on 
to grant Moseley that per- 
mit. 



Marley had filed a com- 
plaint against Moseley 
based on the number of 
trucks that come and go to 
the residential property, the 
noise they make and the 
threat to safety she claims 
they pose on the small, resi- 
dential cul de sac. 

Lanpher decided to 
assist Marley and told the 
board at its Monday, Nov. 26 
meeting that she could try 
for a rehearing but that it 
would be much more effec- 
tive if the board would do 
so. 

Lanpher questioned 
why, with Moseley and his 
attorney both saying no 
business is conducted at the 
property, a home occupa- 
tion permit exists. He also 
pointed out that the zoning 
ordinance does not permit a 
home business if there is 
noise, vibration or fumes 



associated with it, and he 
said trucks produce those 
elements. 

Marley said that had she 
known the business was 
being run at the home and 
the area would be so noisy 
and dangerous to her young 
children, she wouldn't have 
bought her property. She 
expressed the wish that the 
ZBA had at least issued lim- 
its to the number of trucks 
and truck trips Moseley 
could engage in per day. 

Selectwoman Priscilla 
Lindquist noted that in a 
previous case that went to 
court, Bennett vs. Hamp- 
stead, the court allowed a 
landscaping business to be 
located within a residential 
zone, as do Hampstead zon- 
ing ordinances. The select- 
men unanimously voted not 
to request a ZBA rehearing,

New Sandown Police 
Station Could Face Delay

SANDOWN - Because 
of inflation, the cost of a 
long planned new police 
station has gotten further 
out of reach in the last three 
years, during a time when 
voters have strongly ap- 
proved of funding the proj- 
ect through annual install- 
ments of $176,000. 

Three installments have 
been added to a capital 
reserve fund for the purpose 



of building the station but 
according to police chief Joe 
Gordon, who discussed the 
matter with the board of 
selectmen at their Monday 
night, Nov. 26 meeting, ap- 
proximately $150,000 in 
inflation costs must be 
added to the final cost. 

New estimates for the 
project total $957,000, said 
Gordon. 

The initial estimate in 
2009 dollars was $880,000. 
The original plan was to 
have collected that amount 



by 2014, but that goal is no 
longer achievable with the 
current installment amount. 

Selectman Tom Tombar- 
ello has talked about fund- 
ing the remainder of the 
project at the upcoming 
Town Meeting and moving 
forward with what many see 
as a crucial infrastructure 
improvement. However, Gor- 
don, noting the new num- 
bers, said that unless the 
plan's designers can come 
back with a lower number,

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Timberlane Board Approves Budget with Raises

The School Administrative 
Unit (SAU) 55 budget for 
2013-14 is $1,326,556, an 
increase of 3.67 percent over 
last year's budget of $ 1 ,300,155. 
It was approved as presented by 
a vote of 11 to 1, with Roger 
Barczak of Sandown the only 
dissenting vote. 

The Hampstead School 
District's portion of the SAU 
55 budget amounts to 
$298,425, or 22.50 percent 
of the total, while Timber- 
lane - the towns of 
Sandown, Danville, Atkin- 
son and Plaistow - picks up 



77.50 percent of the total or 
$1,028,131. Hampstead is a 
Kindergarten-Grade 8 dis- 
trict whose students are 
tuitioned to Pinkerton Aca- 
demy in Deny, while Tim- 
berlane towns are K-12, 
with high school students 
attending Timberlane Re- 
gional High School in Plais- 
tow. 

The budget includes a 
2.5 percent salary increases 
for SAU employees and a 6 
percent increase for the 
three SAU employees desig- 
nated at the previous meet- 
ing as being underpaid rela- 
tive to other districts: 
Human Resources Director 



Nancy Danahy Administra- 
tive Secretary Cathy Belcher 
and Assistant Business 
Administrator Kathy Smith. 

Business Administrator 
George Stokinger had in- 
formed the SAU board at its 
previous meeting that after 
reviewing the pay in sur- 
rounding and similar dis- 
tricts for Smith's and 
Danahy's jobs, he had found 
both salaries inappropriate 
and termed them signifi- 
cantly low. He recommend- 
ed increasing their salaries 
over the next two years, 
starting by adding $2,500 to 
each individual's salary in 
the 2014 budget. In addi- 



tion, he recommended add- 
ing $1,500 to Administra- 
tive Secretary Cathy Belch- 
er's salary. 

The only person from 
the public who spoke at the 
public hearing was Donna 
Green of Sandown, a mem- 
ber of the Timberlane Bud- 
get Committee who said she 
was speaking as a resident. 

She told the board that it 
was her opinion that a 4 per- 
cent increase in the SAU 55 
budget was "not justified." 
She also said she didn't 
think the 2.5 percent across- 
the-board salary increases 
for the SAU employees and 
the three getting a 6 percent 



increase "in this economic 
climate is prudent." 

The board voted to 
approve the budget as pro- 
posed. 

In other business, SAU 
55 Board Chairman Michael 
Mascola said he had asked 
new superintendent Earl 
Metzler to look at the admin- 
istrators' contracts and rec- 
ommend how to align them 
so as to provide equity. He 
also said the goals of both 
district school boards were 
being finalized, as were the 
administrator's goals. 

Metzler, who previously 
worked in Quincy, Mass., 
said he has been immersing 



himself in both districts and 
was learning about New 
Hampshire financial laws, 
the role of the school boards 
and administrations, per- 
sonnel management, the 
Right To Know law and 
New Hampshire law. 

He said his priority is 
getting the superintendent's 
Leadership Team up and 
running. Its function is to 
provide a single voice to the 
schools in both districts 
coming out of the SAU. He 
said staff were working on 
aligning all the goals and 
developing a District Action 
Plan based on Smart Goals.

In other business Mon- 
day night: 

• Steve Londrigan, 
chairman of the Police 
Building Committee, asked 
the selectmen to reconsider 
their vote to have the Police 
Building Committee put 
two articles on the warrant 
- one for a bond and one for 



"one and done" - paying for 
the station all at one time. 
He said the Town Attorney 
had sent the necessary 
wording to be used if they 
went with two articles, but 
it was the Police Building 
Committee's view that two 
articles would confuse vot- 
ers and split the vote. He 
asked the board to reconsid- 
er and decide which way the 
committee should proceed - 



with a bond issue or the 
"one and done" approach, 
but with just one article. 

After discussion, the 
board decided to unani- 
mously support the Build- 
ing Committee's request for 
a single article, the "one and 
done" approach. 

• Two bids for a survey 
of the newly acquired Em- 
mert property off Colletts 
Drive by the Conservation 
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Commission were opened, 
and the Conservation Com- 
mission members went off 
to discuss them. One is 
from Holden Company of 
Bedford at $11,823 and the 
second is from Cornerstone 
in Chester at $14,600. 

Following the Conserva- 
tion Commission's review, 
commission chairman Tim 
Lovell returned and told the 
board the commission had 
decided to reject both bids 
as too high. He asked that 
the Request for Proposals 
(RFP) be sent out again 
with a return date of the 
Dec. 17 selectmen's meet- 
ing, and expressed the hope 
that more local surveyors 
would provide competitive 
bids for the work. The 
Emmert parcel has to be 
subdivided, and this re- 
quires going before the 
Planning Board with the 
survey completed. 



• Gustav Khambatta, 
chairman of the Trustees of 
the Trust Funds, recom- 
mended appointing Aileen 
Wall as the third Trustee. 
The board voted unani- 
mously to appoint her for a 
term ending in March. 

• Julia Forbes thanked 
the board for the quick 
action taken on her request 
at the November meeting to 
correct an error on the Tax 
Map. 

She said she is still wait- 
ing for information re- 
garding required setback s 
for propane tanks. Emerson 
told the board he had sub- 
mitted that information to 
the office right after Forbes 
made the request but he 
handed in the information 
again. 

• Linda Ross returned 
the Boston Post Cane that 
was awarded to her father, 
Joseph Gauthier, 95, in 



March as the oldest Hamp- 
stead resident, saying he has 
left the state for a nursing 
facility. The board said the 
Historical Society would 
hold the cane in his name. 

• Natalie Gallo, a mem- 
ber of the Family Media- 
tion-Juvenile Services org- 
zanization, provided infor- 
mation to the board in sup- 
port of that group's request 
for $11,400. 

• A public hearing was 
held for the grants the town 
received during the year 
that were more than $5,000. 
One grant was from the 
Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (FEMA) 
for $9,979.91 for the Dec. 5, 
2011 storm damage and the 
other was for the Fire De- 
partment's sprinkler system 
and alarm in the amount of 
$50,540. There was no pub- 
lic comment.

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Off-Highway Vehicles Plague Governor's Island

HAMPSTEAD - Gover- 
nor's Island, a 240-acre pri- 
vate tract that is home to a 
few residents and much 
wildlife, has run into prob- 
lems with outsiders riding 
Off Road Recreation Vehi- 
cles (OHRVs) around the 
acreage, threatening the 
wildlife and the ecology of 
the fiercely protected parcel. 

A similar issue arose in 
2005, and the residents and 



members of the Big Island 
Pond Association stepped 
up to the task, making the 
Hampstead Police Depart- 
ment's OHRV and trailer 
possible by a donation from 
the Williams/French fami- 
ly's French Foundation. Ini- 
tially, Officer Scott Wood 
had applied to Homeland 
Security for a grant to pur- 
chase an OHRV and trailer 
but was denied. 

At that time, problems 
with break-ins and OHRVs 
were occurring, and now it 



is happening again, accord- 
ing to resident Ted Williams. 
He said the island is experi- 
encing increased OHRV traf- 
fic along with a recent rash 
of break-ins. He said his sis- 
ter's dog was stolen off her 
dock but has been recov- 
ered, and the alleged perpe- 
trator is being prosecuted. 

"The island is increas- 
ingly a haven for wildlife 
that we have never had 
around the lake: nesting 
loons, bald eagles that we 
think will nest, ospreys, 



river otters, beavers, fishers, 
bobcats, moose - and in fact 
one raised a calf on the 
island - deer, pileated wood- 
peckers, peregrine falcons, 
goshawks, and rare war- 
blers," he said. 

The Hampstead Police 
Department said they run 
routine patrols out to the 
island, which is gated from 
Labor Day until Memorial 
Day. According to Lt. John 
Frazier, "We get out there as 
much as we can, but this 
time of year has budget lim- 



itations which make fund- 
ing manpower difficult." 

The Hampstead Police 
OHRV is essentially a warm 
weather patrol vehicle but is 
still used. 

The 14 property owners 
on the 240-acre parcel put 
their land into a conserva- 
tion easement under the 
Society for the Protection of 
New Hampshire Forests 
more than two decades ago, 
making development or the 
use of mechanized vehicles 
a violation. The residents do 



what they can to patrol their 
private preserve and the 
Hampstead Police respond 
when called and patrol as 
often as they can, but 
Williams remains upset 
over the incursion of the 
OHRVs because of the dam- 
age they do to the soil, the 
forest, the eco-system and 
the wildlife. 

He made it clear anyone 
caught on Governor's Island 
other than residents would 
be prosecuted for trespass- 
ing.

he would not be comfort- 
able asking for the rest of 
the $957,000. 

At this point it looks as 
if there will be at least one 
article on the warrant for 
another installment of 
$176,000, but potentially a 
second article for the bal- 
ance of the project - if the 
designers can bring in a 
lower number. 

Gordon said the town 
needs another $450,000 to 
fully fund the project, but 
he doesn't see moving it for- 
ward unless that total cost is 
brought under $300,000. 

The $176,000 install- 
ment adds up to a $73.32 
tax impact on a $250,000 
house. A $450,000 install- 
ment adds up to $187.47 on 
that same house; $300,000 
adds up to $124.98. 

"If it's under $300,000, 
we may do it. That's a num- 
ber to me that's more 
acceptable," said Gordon. 
"$450,000? That's too great 
of a demand to put on the 
taxpayers." 

Gordon noted that 
should the article contain- 
ing the balance of the proj- 
ect go forward, a decision 
would be made about biting 
the bullet this year to avoid 
more inflation or to contin- 
ue on the same path. 

The developer has been 
asked to go back to the 



drawing board and to 
"sharpen their pencils," said 
the chief. Gordon said vari- 
ous items in the project 
could be considered wants, 
not needs, and he expects 
those items may be cut out. 

Gordon is not comfort- 
able with reducing the 
square footage of the build- 
ing however, stating that 
hopefully the station would 
last for generations and 
space was not the item to 
reduce. 

"I expect we'll go line by 
line but still come up with a 
good product," said Gor- 
don. 

In other business : 
• Selectmen approved of 
a new full-time police offi- 
cer hire presented to them 
by Gordon. 



Thomas Gallant was put 
forward by the department 
to fill the vacancy left by 
former Sgt. Scott Wood. 
Gordon said Gallant would 
be a good addition to the 
department. 

Gallant, who has been 
working in the security field 
for a hospital, has been aim- 
ing to move into law 
enforcement work. He is set 
to attend the January ses- 
sion of the 14-week Police 
Academy, which trains full- 
time officers. 

• The board approved 
the budgets under the 
Recreation Department's 
control without changes. 
The numbers will be 
reviewed by the budget 
committee. 

Recreation's main budget 
shows a 1.59 percent increase 
over last year's approved 
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numbers. The gross expense 
totals $85,477.41, with just 
$1 in revenue. 

The summer and special 
programs budget shows a 
gross 18.52 percent increase 
over the current year's num- 
bers but a net decrease in 
cost of 10.16 percent be- 
cause of increased revenue 
forecasts for the summer 
program. The gross expen- 



diture was increased be- 
cause the summer program 
plans to expand hours, but 
the revenue side of things 
offsets those numbers. The 
program came back with 
128 percent of expected rev- 
enue this summer. 

The gross approved by 
the selectmen totals 
$61,449.08 with a revenue 
of $52,663. 



The recreation buildings 
account shows an 8.65 per- 
cent increase with a gross 
expense of $16,767 and rev- 
enue of $3,495. Much of 
that increase comes from an 
extra $1,000 in the building 
maintenance line. The bud- 
get also shows a net decrease 
in expense as more revenue 
is realized through rental of 
the recreation facility

No Time for Raising Taxes 



We can't imagine anyone who is 
not tired of having to scrimp on things 
they want, hold back from buying 
something they'd really like to have, 
put off remodeling or even repairs, and 
hope things will get better sometime 



soon. 



We're tired of being good and being 
realistic, and a splurge just might hit 
the spot - especially when it's not real- 
ly a splurge to make needed repairs or 
buy a new pair of snow boots. 

But that doesn't mean we're ready 
to handle rising taxes, and they've been 
rising for the past few years, even as 
personal budgets continue to take hits 
and salaries fail to keep up with the 
increasing cost of living. 

Been to a grocery store lately? That 
5-pound bag of sugar you need to 
make Christmas cookies is now a 4- 
pound bag. It's definitely not corre- 
spondingly less money. And that's just 
one repackaged item, cleverly reduced 
in size but not in price, on the shelves. 

That's only an example of rising 
prices that hit up against our stagnant 
salaries. And now it's budget season 
once again. 

In our personal finances, we have 
no choice but to continue to cut back. 
We should expect absolutely no less 
from school boards and town govern- 
ment. 

As just one example, the school 



board in Hampstead is considering 
asking voters to start funding six new 
classrooms at Central School, to 
replace outdated portable trailers. 
Included in the proposal is a redesign 
of the entrance of the middle school to 
make it stand out more. In the wake of 
declining enrollment and declining 
taxpayer finances, is now really the 
time for these expenses? 

Downshifting of retirement and 
other costs from the state - moving 
that money into the expense column in 
municipal and school budgets - puts 
an extra strain on the budgeting 
process. Until that can be fixed at the 
state level, now isn't the time to replace 
carpets and update furniture. Those 
are wants, not needs. 

Are roads failing? Then it's foolish 
not to fix them. Is the roof leaking? It 
should be repaired. It makes no 
financial sense to be penny wise and 
pound foolish, as the saying goes. But 
because interest rates are low and 
contractors are looking for work 
doesn't mean the wish list has to be 
funded. If it's a want, not a need, it 
needs to wait. 

Yes, we're tired of our empty wal- 
lets and depleted checkbooks. We're 
tired of hoping things will get better 
next year. But we're especially tired of 
school and municipal governments 
that keep right on spending.

Heed Voters' Message 

To the editor: 

The exuberance of 
Democrats in the wake of 
the Nov. 6 election ought to 
be tempered by the proxim- 
ity of 2010's disastrous and 
humbling electoral out- 
come. Once again New 
Hampshire voters have ren- 
dered a judgment on the 
performance of our legisla- 
ture, and this time the mes- 
sage seems to be more 
about restoring balance 
than making sweeping 
changes. 

Republicans chose to 
interpret the 2010 results as 
a mandate for changes that 
went way beyond the press- 
ing economic issues of the 
day and arguably have 
themselves to blame for 
their losses. 

They did virtually noth- 
ing to create jobs, wasted 
huge amounts of time on 
settled social issues like 
same sex marriage, em- 
braced voter suppression 
with Voter ID efforts, and 
vilified public employees 
merely for collecting bene- 
fits fairly negotiated long 
ago. As self-proclaimed "fis- 
cal conservatives," they 
lowered the cigarette tax 
and handed out-of-state 
corporations over $20 mil- 
lion of revenue normally 
used for the maintenance of 
our roads and bridges. 

And perhaps worst of 
all, they attacked the con- 
cept of public education 
and sought to reduce state 
funding in a manner that 
would likely downshift 
costs to the towns, thus 
impacting taxpayers in 
much the same way that air 
being squeezed inside a bal- 
loon is displaced, but not 
removed. 

However, If Democrats 
fail to heed what the voters 
appear to have told us and 



ignore everything that con- 
servatives said, we may be 
doomed to repeat the 2010 
disaster in 2014. The 
Republicans' regressive fo- 
cus on social issues was 
frightening to a large seg- 
ment of the state, but there 
was legitimacy in their eco- 
nomic warnings in spite of 
expressing them in the 
apocalyptic terms favored 
by the extreme right.

This means making 
investments, not just cuts, 
in education and infrastruc- 
ture, along with incentives 
to bring businesses and jobs 
to New Hampshire, paying 
for those investments with 
economic growth. And with 
many of the more extreme 
elements of the New Hamp- 
shire House either voted out 
of office or consigned to the 
minority caucus, Democrats 
can safely reach across the 
aisle undistracted by social 
issues. 

Respondents to an earli- 
er University of New Hamp- 
shire poll said the conduct 
of the legislature was one of 
the state's biggest problems. 
On Nov. 6, a much bigger 
sample of voters confirmed 
that sentiment. I am confi- 
dent that the Democrats we 
are sending to Concord will 
be mindful of how over- 
reaching and extreme parti- 
sanship is punished and will 
govern accordingly.

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St. Christopher's Offers Worship for Families with Special Needs

HAMPSTEAD - Rhyth- 
ms of Grace is a worship 
service designed for chil- 
dren and families with 
special needs. Youngsters 
with challenges, especially 
in the Autism Spectrum, 
often have difficulty han- 
dling the length and struc- 
ture of a regular church 
service so the new pro- 
gram the Rev Miriam 
Acevedo has introduced at 
St. Christopher's is an 
answer for those families. 

Rhythms of Grace is 



described as sensory friend- 
ly, innovative and non- 
denominational service, 
designed to meet the spiri- 
tual needs of children and 
their families living with 
autism-spectrum disorders 
and other special needs. It 
practices "reverse inclu- 
sion," meaning the service 
meets the requirements of 
people on the Autism Spec- 
trum, but it is open to any- 
one. 

The service begins by 
allowing everyone to be- 
come accustomed to the 
space and to one another, 
followed by interaction, 



verbal or otherwise, fo- 
cused on a Bible lesson. 
Then the participants are 
invited to engage in hands- 
on activities supporting 
motor skills, receptive lan- 
guage and social skills, all 
reinforcing the Bible story. 
A simple Eucharist takes 
place with gluten-free 
wafers and non-alcoholic 
wine, with participation 
optional. 

Rev. Acevedo said she 
and four others have been 
trained in this service, and 
the others have back- 
grounds in Occupational 
Therapy, Physical Therapy, 



American Sign Language 
and Special Education. 

"Lori Parrillo brought 
this program to us from a 
Massachusetts diocese," 
Rev. Acevedo said. "We all 
went to Massachusetts for 
the training. The first serv- 
ice no one came, but this 
last one we had three 
youngsters and their family 
members so we feel that is 
progress." 

The next service is Dec. 
1 at 2 p.m. at St. Christo- 
pher's. "This service is 
open to anyone from any- 
where," Rev. Acevedo said. 
"They do not need to be 



from this parish or this 
denomination, and we 
would very much like to 
attract people from outside 
our parish." 

The Dec. 1 service, 
"Jesus is born! We cele- 
brate," will offer the Bible 
story and interactive thera- 
peutic arts and crafts proj- 
ects designed to meet the 
spiritual needs of chal- 
lenged children and their 
families. 

Rhythms of Grace serv- 
ices will continue on the 
first Saturday of the month 
at 2 p.m. 

Parrillo said St. Chris- 



topher's is the first church 
in New Hampshire to offer 
this type of service. 

Rev. Acevedo said St. 
Christopher's offers a sec- 
ond new program - "Moms 
Bible Study" - which meets 
Tuesdays at 10 a.m. 

"This was initially de- 
signed to meet the needs of 
new moms but we certainly 
welcome anyone inter- 
ested," she said. "Atten- 
dance doesn't require that a 
person be a new mom or a 
member of St. Christopher's 
and we encourage anyone 
interested to come and join 



us.

she would like to hold 
fundraising events to come 
up with money to support 
this type of effort. 

Another plan is to pre- 
pare a warrant article to 
start a Capital Reserve 
Fund. Colbert asked Select- 
woman liaison Priscilla 
Lindquist to work with her 
in preparing that article and 
Lindquist agreed. 

At its Monday, Nov. 19 
meeting, the commission 
members discussed several 
possible fundraisers, such 
as an Easter Egg Hunt and a 
spring or summer family 
picnic at Depot Road Fields 
Complex. 

Colbert pointed out that 
in addition to trying to get 
the 38-foot by 83-foot ice 
skating rink operational and 
the $869 cost of purchase 
and the yet to be deter- 
mined cost of maintenance 
addressed, the commission 
wants a basketball court to 



be constructed and a walk- 
ing path created around the 
Depot Road fields. She said 
if the ice skating rink is 
popular, there would be rea- 
son to consider getting 
another rink for hockey. 
The proposed rink is for 
recreational skating only. 

Newton resident Jerry 
Robbins has donated $200 
for the rink, and the Hamp- 
stead Fire Department has 
agreed to provide the initial 
water. A price is being 
sought from Marty Auger 
regarding maintenance of 
the rink at a location on the 
field behind Town Hall. 
Member Tracy Flaherty said 
she has contacted both the 
Civic Club and the Mothers' 
Club for funding to cover 
the rink costs. 

The commission said it 
may not be able to get the 
rink in place for this year, 
but maintenance will be the 
biggest issue after funding is 



settled. 

In other business: 

• The Senior Holiday 
Dinner is sold out and 
helpers will come from the 
girls basketball program at 
Hampstead Middle School 
and boys in the Hoops pro- 
gram, as well as others. The 
meal is set for the Granite 
Rose on Dec. 2. Entertain- 
ment will be provided by 
the St. Anne's Choral Group 
under the direction of Cindi 
Verrill, and Ages and Stages 
youth will be making cen- 
terpieces. 

• The board approved a 
request to use the Town 



Beach on June 22 from 1:20 
to 3:30 p.m. for a wedding, 
with the understanding that 
the beach would remain 
open to others during the 
ceremony. 

• The commission was 
told that grass is growing at 
the newly created area at 
Depot Road Fields Complex 
but the area has not been 
surveyed and thus cannot 
be used. 

• Work at Veterans 
Memorial Gym has been 
completed, with newly 
painted and repaired bleach- 
ers, walls and ceilings. 
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Library Trustees Appoint Part-Time Library Assistant

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Library Trustees accepted 
the resignation of Library 
Assistant Ann Myer effec- 
tive Nov 20. However, Myer 
has agreed to lead the 
December book discussion. 

Library Director Deb Hiett 
said she started conducting 
interviews when she learned 
Myer would be leaving and 
recommended the Trustees 
appoint Bev Cunningham to 
replace her. Cunningham has 
library experience and can 
start Dec. 4. 

The Trustees voted un- 
animously to appoint Cun- 
ningham for 15.5 hours per 
week. 

In other business at the 
Trustees' recent meeting: 

• Hiett reported the roof 
replacement was finished on 
the Saturday before Hurricane 
Sandy. Trustee John Skidmore 



noted this was great timing 
and now they could say the 
new roof had been wind test- 
ed and survived. 

Getting situated with 
the new vendors chosen by 
the Board of Selectmen for 
the Town - Palmer Gas/ 
Ermer Oil and PSN for elec- 
tric - has not been an easy 
task, Hiett said. Palmer said 
it could not deliver oil until 
the fill pipe and vent pipe 
are both the same dimen- 
sion. They gave Hiett a bid 
to do the work but she told 
the Trustees she thought 
she could find a way to get 
the work done for less. 

The Trustees, however, 
are concerned that the 
library may need oil before 
the pipe work is done. Hiett 
will continue to search for 
vendors to do the work, and 
Trustee President Aileen 
Wall said she would contact 
Palmer and ask why the 
company isn't willing to 



provide the library a grace 
period to get the work done 
and deliver oil as needed. 

The library can go to 
DiFeo and get the tanks 
topped off but this is more 
expensive than they say 
they can justify at this time. 

The pipes have never 
been questioned before, but 
Fire Department Inspector 
Will Warnock advised Hiett 
that the pipes must match 
in size. 

Hiett also said she has 
not been able to get the dis- 
counted price from electric 
power vendor PNE that the 
town has and so the library 
has reverted to Public Ser- 
vice of New Hampshire 
(PSNH). 

• Hiett said little things 
continue to fall into disre- 
pair, frustrating her as she 
tries to keep the building 
maintenance budget in 
check. The latest was the 
ball and joint on the front 



door that had to be replaced 
and light ballasts on both 
the first and second floors. 
The front door has been 
fixed and Hiett is waiting 
for the bill, which she told 
the Trustees was $85. 

• On a positive note she 
told the Trustees that the 
Friends of the Library have 
agreed to fund the Over- 
Drive Advantage with $ 1 ,000. 
This is an adjunct to the 
present OverDrive database 
and the library will get $500 
back as a credit to be used 
to purchase content. Down- 
loadable Audio Books and 
eBooks are available at the 
Hampstead Public Library. 
Patrons can explore the col- 
lection of audio books and 
use their 14-digit library 
card to download these 
items to their computer, 
transfer them to a mobile 
device, or burn selected 
titles onto a CD for listening 
on the go. The OverDrive

• Hiett said the library's 
new telescope is available 
for checkout and currently 
has a waiting list. 

• The Trustees looked at 
the current budget and were 
pleased that 19 percent 
remains for the rest of the 
year. However, they agreed 
close monitoring of all 



expenses must take place. 

They spent some time re- 
viewing the proposed budget 
for next year and noted it 
increased slightly, once the 
final figures from the New 
Hampshire Retirement and 
the insurance numbers were 
plugged in. They say they 
will be able to defend the 
2.53 percent increase over 
last year's budget.

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Brandon Myers' Name Lives on Through Memorial Fund

CHESTER - In the year 
since its creation, the Bran- 
den Myers Memorial Fund 
has been used to support 
the causes and issues that 
would make its namesake 
proud. 

The community lost 
Branden Myers, 19, to a car 
accident last December, but 
since then his name lives 
on, not only in the hearts 
and minds of those who 
miss him but in the good 
deeds that his memorial 
fund supports. 

His parents, Glenn and 
Darlene, were preparing for 
Branden's birthday on Tues- 
day, Nov. 27, as best as any 
parents in such a situation 
could, but easing the burden 
a little has been the commu- 
nity's support through both 
calls and good wishes as 
well as through the fund. 

The fund was set up 
with two purposes - to help 
Branden's family with the 
expenses that came with his 
death and to support organ- 
izations Branden loved or 
would have loved. While 



both Glenn and Darlene 
said they would not have 
been able to make it 
through the difficult finan- 
cial time last year without 
the community's support, 
since they've gotten back on 
their feet they've replen- 
ished the money they used 
and now the fund is used 
exclusively for the latter 
purpose. 

About $7,700 has been 
given out to a wide range of 
organizations, nearly all of 
them local - Bee Silver 
Equine Rescue in Chester, 
Live and Let Live Farm in 
Chichester, Animal Allies in 
Manchester, the Chester 
Clothing Closet and Mother 
Hubbard's Cupboard, and 
local families struggling 
with life's hardships. 

A donation was made to 
the Auburn Montessori 
school that Branden had 
attended. The school has 
created and named a nature 
trail for its former student. 

A foster family was 
helped; a memorial fund for 
a family friend who lost her 
life was a recipient; the Wish 
Project, which aids home- 
less families, received a 



donation and most recently, 
K9s for Warriors was aided. 

Darlene said that the 
week before Branden's 
birthday, she learned of K9s 
for Warriors and realized 
that it was the perfect 
"Branden" cause to give to 
so close to his day. 

The project trains and 
donates service and therapy 
dogs to those returning 
home from war. The dogs 
help those who struggle 
with Post Traumatic Stress 
Disorder and need a helping 
paw, or four. 

After graduating from 
Pinkerton Academy, Bran- 
den decided after a short 
stint at the University of 
Arizona that his calling was 
in the military. According to 
his family, he was a proud 
member of the U.S. Army 
Reserves and had made 
plans to enter active duty. 

His parents also describe 
Branden as an animal lover 
who grew up around dogs, 
cats, turtles, fish and horses. 
He was an accomplished 
barrel horse rider, working 
with his horse, Jazz. 

And rounding out the 
young man's qualities and

CHESTER - Those pass- 
ing by Stevens Memorial 
Hall on any weeknight don't 
hear the low timbered 
sound of ballet pointe shoes 
striking the wooden floor or 
the classical strains coming 
from a stereo on the stage.

It's hard, year round work 
for the Chester Dancers but 
it pays off in many ways. One 
of those benefits is recogni- 
tion. After auditioning earlier 
this year, two of the young 
dancers were invited to join 
one of Boston's top dance 
companies. 

Chester's Zaria Johnson 
and Raymond's Emily John- 
ston received invitations to 
join the company at the 
Tony Williams Dance Cen- 
ter, home to Boston Urban 
Ballet. It's high praise for the 
work they've been doing, 
and while Emily can't make 
the logistics work of getting 
to Boston regularly, Zaria is 
commuting into the city to 
take that next step in what 



looks to be shaping up as a 
promising dance career. 

Zaria, 13, and Emily, 14, 
said they are excited to have 
been chosen for the Boston 
company. 

Zaria has been dancing 
with Voss since she was 9. 
Her mom and aunt found 
out about Voss's program, 
and though Zaria was luke- 
warm on ballet at first, once 
she started she didn't look 
back. 

"Then when we came 
here, I completely changed 
my mind and I immediately 
fell in love with it and I was 
like, 'What have I been 
missing this whole time?'" 
said Zaria. 

The Chester Dancers 
also learn tap, jazz and acro- 
batics. 

But choosing to dance 
with the Chester Dancers is 
different than at many area 
dance studios. Voss is clear 
that it's serious classical 
dance education. It's not a 
social dance class and it's 
not about pretty tutus. She 
demands a culture of hard 
work and respect and is 
looking to prepare each of 
her students for a career in 
dance. 

Voss has an impressive 
resume of dancing profes- 
sionally, and all of that 
experience she brings to her 
students, some of whom 
don't last long. Those who 
do make it love it, and you 
can tell by the way the girls 
in her advanced class work 
together and help each

other along while still hav- 
ing fun. 

"They're being trained 
the same way as if they were 
in a company," said Voss. 

That culture is not a 
problem for Zaria or Emily. 
Each is more than pleased 
that they decided to come to 
Chester for dance than seek 
a perhaps less strict course 
elsewhere. 

"Personally I'm glad that 
I started here," said Zaria, 
noting that she liked know- 
ing what was expected of 
her and being expected to 
get her job done without 
any coddling. 

"Some people don't get 
that about ballet. Some peo- 
ple think it's twinkle toes 



and pretty princess, but we 
put the same amount of 
time and effort that a nor- 
mal athlete would and we 
experience the same 
things," said Zaria. 

Both Zaria and Emily 



were featured in the group's 
spring production, dancing 
graceful solos. 

The advanced group 
that Zaria and Emily are 
part of spends about eight 
hours a week practicing 
year round in Stevens Hall. 
This includes weight lifting 
and acrobatics. Both also 
practice at home. Zaria, 
who is home schooled, said 
she tries to practice every 
day and has a ballet barre in 
her room. She often multi- 
tasks while listening to her 
literature CDs, she said. 

Zaria goes to Boston 
twice a week as part of her 
new company, but will 
remain with the Chester 
Dancers too. She'll represent 
the Boston company in all of 
its performances, including, 
the "Urban Nutcracker." 

Zaria said she is definite- 
ly looking to make a career 
out of dance. 

Zaria said she most 
enjoys performing and 
receiving the audience's 
feedback, the culmination 



of all of the things the group 
worked for over the preced- 
ing months. 

Emily said she likes the 
challenge of dance, and 
added that she enjoys 
inhabiting the character 
she's dancing. 

"She expects a lot from 
us and pushes us to perfec- 
tion," said Zaria, speaking 
of their teacher. 

"It's because she knows 
we can do things," said 
Emily, joking that Voss does 
not permit laziness. 

And that support has 
landed both the girls with 
some impressive new cre- 
dentials of their own. 

The Chester Dancers 
program is available to all 
children and young adults 
at no cost to the student or 
their family. Voss, seeing 
promise in young girls who 
may not otherwise be able 
to afford training, also pro- 
vides all costuming, shoes, 
leotards and tights free for 
use in program classes and 
performances.

Hampstead Students Recreate Native American Village

HAMPSTEAD - Third 
grade classes at Hampstead 
Central School do a Native 
American study each year, 
and Karen Moran's class 
recreates Native villages 
from around the country, 
paying attention to the ways 
the villages differ. 

The students learn 
about the food and daily life 
of Native Americans, each 
group of youngsters con- 
centrating on a particular 
geographic area. The stu- 
dents look at the cultural 
aspects of the tribes, games, 



celebrations and customs. 

Chase- Alyn Calder, Ethan 
Doherty Emerson Khambat- 
ta, and Rianne Benoit studied 
and researched the Southeast 
region Native Americans. 
They created a model village 
such as the Native Americans 
of that region would have 
had, and learned about the 
Cherokee Indians. 

"They lived in little vil- 
lages," Ethan said. "They 
made their houses without 
walls and the roofs were 
made of wheat or hay or 
what was available. I learned 
that they did ceremonies 
with rattles." 

Emerson added, "I found 



the Native Americans of this 
region had two different 
types of homes - one for win- 
ter and one for summer. The 
winter houses didn't have 
walls and I was surprised that 
they didn't get cold at night. 
They used wigwams in the 
summer. I enjoyed this unit 
because it is really fun." 

Moran said the unit 
integrates research, reading, 
writing, history, social stud- 
ies and culture. 

"I make sure they do the 
research themselves and 
because of this they learn so 
much," she said. "They do the 
reading and the research and 
then create their villages."

Chester Academy Middle Schoolers Get Insight into Colleges

CHESTER - Chester 
Academy's middle school 
students had the chance 
recently to learn about 
higher education and the 
college life from their teach- 
ers and staff. Adults at the 
school were asked to wear 
clothing emblazoned with 
the college they attended 
(or a college their spouse or 
kids had attended or are 
attending), and the students 
were each given a Bingo 
card with those names 
arranged in each square. 

Throughout the day 
Nov. 8, the kids sought to 
get their squares marked off 
by having a teacher with the 
corresponding sweatshirt or 
T-shirt sign their sheet. It 
wasn't just a scavenger hunt 
though - to get a signature 
the kids had to ask a good 
question, or several, de- 
pending on the staff mem- 
ber, about the school and 
what the attendee did there. 

Throughout the day the 
groups of kids grew quickly 
as they surrounded this or 
that teacher, or visited the 
front office to talk with Ann 



Parnell or Beth Howard. It 
was fun for the adults to 
share a thing or two about 
their school, but also fun for 
the kids to speak with their 
teachers about new topics 
and to learn about colleges. 

The students said they 
were learning a lot about 
the schools. Some stated 
that they could see them- 
selves at one or another 
institution, already picking 
favorites. But it depends on 
what you want to study, 
they said. 

Schools from a variety of 
locations were presented, 
from Boston College to Cor- 
nell University to Endicott 
College, the University of 
Vermont, the University of 
New England, Stanford, 
Harvard and Dartmouth. 

About 30 schools were 
represented, from commu- 
nity colleges to the Ivy 
League. 

Guidance director Susan 
Buck and health/guidance 
teacher Heidi Milardo or- 
ganized the program. Both 
answered many questions 
throughout the day about 
their schools, each pushing 
the kids for good questions, 
not just the first thing that 



came to mind. While Buck 
wore her Rivier College 
shirt from the college where 
she attended graduate 
school, Milardo wore her 
undergraduate shirt for St. 
Lawrence University. 

Milardo explained that 
her school was located in a 
beautiful area and offered 
the programs she sought as 
a student, while the fact that 
Buck had on her graduate 
school shirt offered the kids 
another perspective on how 
and why the adults in their 
lives went to school. 

Both Milardo and Buck 
noted that the idea of grad- 
uate school was eye opening 
to some of the kids, who 
were learning that majors 
and careers can change, 
with a lot of opportunity 
out there for further school- 
ing. 

The day was part of a 
month-long participation in 
New Hampshire's Higher 
Education month, "I'm 
going to college month!" 
Other offerings have includ- 
ed a program on tips for 
high school course selec- 
tion, academic enrichment,

talked to the fifth graders 
about starting to think 
about future goals and aspi- 
rations. 

While Chester's students 
do well in high school and a 
high percentage go on to 
higher education, Milardo 
and Buck noted that while 
they were encouraging that 
path, they were also teach- 
ing about trades, and how 
that could be a good, well- 
paying option as well. The 
following day, Pinkerton 
Academy's Center for 
Career and Technical Train- 
ing presented options for 
the kids as they prepare for 
their futures. 

Buck and Milardo also 
sent home some tips for 
parents in the school's 
newsletter, "In the News," 
to help them do their best in 
middle school, setting the 
stage for the next levels of 
formalized learning. 

The two lauded the New 
Hampshire Higher Educa- 
tion Assistance Foundation 
as a resource for their pro- 
grams as well as for stu- 
dents and parents.

"How well we respond is 
a defense against insurance 
company losses," said the 
chief. 

Aside from the work of 
getting the ISO score, 
Antoine spoke of how 
recent improvements to the 
department, from training 
to new equipment, helped 
earn the town good scores. 
It was work that not only 
reduced that score but more 
importantly improved the 
town's ability to fight fires 
and handle rescue calls. 

Not only is there a stack 
of paperwork about 4 inch- 
es thick representing each 
vehicle and every piece of 
equipment on it, down to 
hose diameter and length, 
but representatives from the 
ISO visited the department 
to review the paperwork 
and see it themselves. The 



department had to docu- 
ment the kind of trainings it 
does, how often that is com- 
pleted and what the atten- 
dance is. 

All of the department's 
calls were reviewed, from 
time of response to number 
of personnel who showed to 
damage each call represent- 
ed in dollars. The depart- 
ment's policies and proce- 
dures were looked at, as was 
its chain of command and 
how well that functioned. 

Even the kind of water 
the department had access 
to, from dry hydrants to cis- 
terns, was reviewed in 
depth, as well as the water 
flow at the driest part of the 
year. The ISO also wanted 
to know town demograph- 
ics and geography, and how 
well Chester worked with 
mutual aid. 
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"They don't just ask 
you, 'How many times did 
you train?' They want to see 
the documents. The sign-in 
sheets. How many people 
were there and the average 
attendance. They looked at 
all that stuff," said Antoine. 

"It's been a horrendous 
process, but eventually, with 
a lot of persistence, we did 
all of our stuff. We got 
through the budgeting 
process with the town sup- 
porting us, we were able to 
update our equipment and 
get things where they need- 
ed to be, and now we're able 
to fill out this document, 
and for a rural community 
our scores were very, very 
high. Higher than most," 
said Antoine. 

Much of the score is 
based on water access and 
Antoine said Chester ranks 



with cities with full-time, 
paid departments in areas of 
town with cisterns. 

Of the 260 New Hamp- 
shire municipalities listed on 
the ISO rating chart, 14 are in 
Class 10, 103 in Class 9, one 
in Class 8B, eight in Class 8, 
nine in Class 7, 46 in Class 6, 
45 in Class 5, 27 in Class 4, 
five in Class 3, two in Class 2 
and none in class 1. 

Looking at the country 
as a whole, the percentage 
distribution of departments 
is similar, with Class 9 listed 
for the most departments. 

Antoine suspects that 
most of the Class 5 and 6 
ratings are for cities with 
fire hydrants on the corners 
and large, paid departments. 

Antoine is clearly proud 
of the new rating, especially 
given that it's for an on-call 
department with just two 
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full-time members. 

Antoine said the ISO 
employees from New Jersey 
who visited his department 
were quite excited to give 
him the information on how 
well Chester did. 

The department is also 
scheduled for a water flow 
test and rotation of exercis- 
es in the spring, an effort 
that may bring down the 
score further. 

Antoine said 40 percent 
of the town's rating is based 
on water supply, 50 percent 
on the fire department itself 
and 10 percent on how well 
the alarm process works. 

Looking at improving 
the department as time goes 
on, Chester has been fol- 
lowing both the National 
Fire Protection Association 



(NFPA) standards and the 
ISO standards, which are a 
little more strict, said 
Antoine. 

Every few years the 
department can be reevalu- 
ated, but Antoine's hoping 
the next time around it's a 
little bit easier. 

"In the time I've been 
chief, I've asked for a lot and 
never been refused. Now I 
want to show people that 
they've been giving us what 
we've needed and now it 
will hopefully pay back to 
them," said Antoine, noting 
that not only do residents 
have well trained first 
responders showing up on 
scene in an emergency but 
now they should save a few 
dollars on their homeown- 
ers' insurance bills.
